TOKYO, March 19— (/Th— South 
i Korean troops swam the chillv 
| Hongchon River in Central Korea 
i today in pursuit of 
Comm unist 
pulling back toward the 38th par­ 
allel. 
The Republic of Korea (ROK) 
soldiers 
were 
spearheading the 
central front drive of the U. S. 
Eighth Army which has set up 
strong forces in a holding line only 
17 miles south of the politically 
sensitive parallel. 
“There was no stopping those 
ROK 
troops,” 
said a 
military 
spokesman. They swam the cold 
river rather than wait for boats to 
ferry thorp across in the northw ard 
drive. 
“They w ere just a lot of eager 
beavers.” 
Wipe Out Reds 
The same ROK troops trapped 
and annihilated a Chinese Com­ 
munist battalion Sunday. 
The ROKS faded back when they 
first met the Reds. But they sent 
strong 
patrols out in 
aflanking 
movement until they w ere north of 
the Chinese. Then they smashed 
the Reds simultaneously from the 
front and rear. 
American liaison officers with 
the South Koreans counted 231 
dead Chinese after the battle. 
The ROKS captured a battery 
of 75-mm. howitzers, several mor­ 
tars and rifles, and large quantities 
of ammunition. 
It was the first action of any 
size along the Korean front in 83 
hours. 
Killed, Wound 300 
U. S. jet pilots Monday killed 
or wounded 300 of 1,500 Reds con­ 
centrated in the village of Kap- 
yong, 32 miles northeast of Seoul. 
They also reported damaging a 
tank in the town west of Chunchon. 
Once the Central Chinese Com­ 
mand H eadquarters south of the 
38th Parallel and now apparently 
abandoned. 
A U. S. armored patrol rolling 
north from Seoul threw an enemy 
platoon that attacked it 20 m iles 
south of the parallel on the western 
front. 
On the Eastern Front, allied pa­ 
trols probing within a few miles 
of the 38th parallel moved north­ 
ward against Red small arms and 
m ortar fire. 
The Army, breaking a three-day 
silence, announced “holding ele­ 
ments are 17 miles from the 38th 
Parallel at five points.” It did not 
locate the points and said it would 
not. Holding elements presumably 
are capable of holding their ground 
against heavy attack. 
Patrols Out 
The brief announcement said pa­ 
trols w ere operating “m iles north” 
of the five points and in ail other 
sectors. It did not say how many 
miles. 
Parallel 38, which cuts across 
Korea about in the center, has 
been the arbitrary dividing line be­ 
tween Communist N orth and Re­ 
publican South Korea since the end 
of World War II. 
North Koreans stabbed across 
the line Ju ne 25 and touched off 
the current fighting. United Na­ 
tions forces pushed them back a- 
cross the parallel. 
Then the Allies w ere 
forced 
south of the line by overwhelm ing 
masses of Chinese Reds who came 
to the aid of the North Koreans. 
Now, the U. N. was 
rolling 
northw ard once more, in search of 
w ithdraw ing 
Chinese 
and Red 
North Korean forces. 
Knotty Problem 
W hether the U. N. would drive 
back across 38 was a knotty prob­ 
lem before the w orld’s diplomats 
and military leaders. 
The Chinese appeared to have 
given up their last main military 
base south of the parallel—Chun­ 
chon, eight miles below the line in 
Central Korea. 
Reports to Eighth A rm y Head­ 
quarters also indicated the Reds 
had abandoned w ell-prepared de­ 
fenses along the Hongchon River, 
south of Chunchon. 
The Eighth Army said Monday 
mid-afternoon there had been no 
contact worthy of the name with 
Reds in 72 hours.

should take the lead and grapple 
boldly with the situation. The note 
i closed with these words: 
“Either the President must do 
it himself, or devolve it upon some 
member of the cabinet. It is not 
my special province, but I neither 
seek to eveade or assume responsi­ 
bility.” 
Lincoln answered the note the 
same day. On the question of 
leadership he said simply, “If this 
must be done, I must do it.” 


Johnson’s Gravest Problem 
One of the greatest of all cabinet 
crises came during the administra­ 
tion of Andrew Johnson. In John­ 
son’s cabinet, inherited from Lin- 


coln, was the brusque-mannered 
Edwin McMasters Stanton as sec­ 
retary of war. He sided with Con­ 
gress against the President’s policy 
on reconstruction; and Johnson’s 
efforts to be rid of him led in 
1868 to an impeachment trial, in 
which the President kept his office 
by a margin of one vote. Stanton 
then retired. 
There have been other notable 
cabinet disputes and scandals in 
the years since then, among them 
the case of Richard Ballinger, who 
was President Taft’s secretary of 
the interior, and that of Albert Fall, 
who held a similar position under 
Harding. But for the most part, 
the turnover of cabinet officers has 
been less dramatic. 
President Truman has differed 
sharply with some of the men 
he has ousted, notably Henry Wal­ 
lace. In other cases, as in the re­ 
cent dismissal of Johnson, he has 
acted to quiet dissension within the 
cabinet,

Sly Subterfuge Appeased The Sunday 
Conscience of Old-Time Farm Traders 


W hile More Observant of Sabbath Day Precepts Than People of Today, 
Dickering for Sale of Cattle M igh t Be Conveniently Conducted by Using the 
Formula, “ If This W a s M onday.”

T he Sabbath in this fast and 
m odern age isn’t w h at it w as m any 
years ago. W hile it is still a day 
of w orship for m illions it also has 
becom e a day of recreation, movies, 
m otoring, fishing and general social 
activities. 
T he early settlers who cam e into 
Missouri a century ago had to be 
stu rd y and courageous men an d 
w om en to survive the rigors and 
h ardships w hich they 
faced in 
carving homes out of the w ild e r­ 
ness. T hey w ere im bued w ith a 
deep religious faith 
which they 
passed on dow n from generation to 
generation 
and today 
would 
be 
pertu rb ed to find the S abbath is 
not treated as reverentially as it 
was a half cen tu ry ago. 
T he present generation is a lit­ 
tle blase about it, and w hile they 
go to church and Sunday school 
and participate in religious activi­ 
ties, th ey m a n ag e to do othei things 
on Sunday. W hat the m em bers of 
th e present generation 
probably 
don’t know it that their fathers, 
those w ho lived on 
the 
farm s, 
found a w ay to do a bit of c irc u m ­ 
vention in the strict in terpretation 
of the Sabbath. 


Really a Day of Rest 
Then, S unday w as strictly o b ­ 
served as a day of rest, w hile th e 
present generation finds it m ore 
convenient to m odify that ancient 
concept. 
These 
ea rly 
pioneers 
would never think or doing any 
kind of w ork on the first day of 
th e w eek unless th e “ox was in the 
m ire.” This phrase was given a l­ 
m ost a literal interpretation and 
those who w ere canght b reaking 
th e code w ere criticized severely. 
It w as recognized th at there was 
m uch w ork to be done and it w ent 
on w ith oxtoam 
regularity 
B ut 
there was no ju stifiable exeust a 
m an could giv< 
foi 
oreaking th e 
law of the Sabbath. 
As the country developed and 
the farm s w ere stocked, the tr a d ­ 
ers began to appear. A half cen tu ry 
ago extensive cattle feeding d e ­ 
veloped in W estern Missouri, and it 
w as the cattle feecioi who was co n ­ 
stantly on the lookout for a trade. 
T he m ost p rofitable section do. ' 
by for him to investigate w as the 
bottom land along the Missoui i riv ­ 
er, w hich in later years becam e 
know n as the potato section. H ere 
he could find 
on 
almost every 
farm a few cattle, hogs an d pens 
of corn. 
T he m ost o pportune day for the 
cattle 
feeding 
tra d e r to 
a p p ear 
w as Sunday. T h e farm er w as in 
from the field and m uch m ore ac­ 
cessible. While the cattel feeder 
held to th e sam e seep'd code as the 
farm er, of “no w ork and no tr a d ­ 
ing on S unday,” yet he found it a 
most convenient d a y to “look u- 
ro u n d .” 


Technique of Cattle Feeders 
T he cattle feed er would drive 
up 
to 
th e farm er's 
front 
gate, 
w h ere he always received a heai ly 
welcome, and afte r inquiring as to 
th e health of the family and v isit­ 
ing for a w hile he would bring up 
th e subject of th e stock, w hich he 
saw in the pasture. This brought 
an invitation from the farm er to 
go out in the pastu re and “look at 
th em .” 
A fter looking at th e stock for a 


while, the cattle feeder w ould ask 
the farm er if he would “sell ’em .” 
“Well, 1 m ight if I could get my 
price,” the farm er would reply. 
This w as a good start for the cattle 
feeder. The stock w as for sale and 
the only thing left to do w as to 
agree on the price. 
“How m uch do you w an t for 
these steeis?” the 
cattle feeder 
would ask. 
“Well now this is S unday.” the 
farm er would say, “and I never 
trad e on S unday.” 
To anyone w ithout experience, a 
situation like 
this 
would have 
ended all chances for a trade. But 
these trad e rs had a w ay to handle 
em ergencies. A nd here w as a real 
em ergency. A trad e r to buy cattle, 
and a farm er ready to sell, w ith a 
sacred code of not trading on S u n ­ 
day, in the way. 
“Well, I never trad e on S un d ay 
either,” the cattle feeder would 
reply. 
Then 
followed 
several 
m inutes discussion of their religous 
convictions until each m an had 
satisfied his ow n conscience, and 
it 
was 
understood 
that 
neither 
would think of such a think as a 
trade on Sunday. 


“If This Was M onday— ” 
Up to this point the trad e had 
proceeded according to a well laid 
plan. For the cattle feeder 
had 
faced sim ilar situations m any tim es 
and he felt that he had things well 
in hand. He knew' the technique of 
trading on Sunday. 
“ If this w as tom orrow (M onday), 
w hat would you ta k e for these 
steers?” the cattle feeder would 
ask. 
“ Now that is 
different,” 
the 
farm er would say, “ If this w’as to ­ 
m orrow I would take $35 apiece 
for ’em .” 
The 
cattle 
feeder knew 
th at 
w hatever 
price 
the 
farm er 
put 
on his stock would be his on e and 
only price. He had learn« d to take 
advantage of a q u eer bit of fin ­ 
ancial planning by farm ers w ho 
raised a few calves or hogs for 
sale to traders. T h e farm er w ould 
retu rn to the house some m orning 
from doing up th e early m orning 
chores w ith the iaf urination that, 
“Old Red has a fine bull calf. It 
will bring $35 com e selling tim e.” 
So $35 w as th e “ceiling” price set 
on the calf and the price rem ained 
the sam e as it grew from a w ob­ 
bly sucking calf to a 700 or 800 
pound steer. For m onths it w as 
w orth $10. T hen it grew' to a $35 


up against the fence or side of a 
barn and pull out knives and .start 
to w hittle and chew and spit and 
dicker for aw hile on the stock. 
Each w ould be w ary of the othei 
but ex ert great pains to be at 
ease and in no particular h u rry to 
close the deal. 
H ow ever, after a certain am o u n t 
of this “."-ocinbleness” they would 
got around to an agreem ent but it 
was alw ays “as of tom orrow .” 
“I never sell on S unday.” the 
farm er w ould say. 
“And I never buy ,»n S u n d ay ,” 
the feeder would leply and then 
pull out hi.- checkbook and w rite 
a check for the stock, but alw ays 
careful to date it “tom orrow .” 
“1 m ight not get dow n to m o r­ 
row ,’’ the feeder would say. h a n d ­ 
ing the fa rm er the check. “ May 
send m y hired m an for the cattle.” 
A nd' 
the 
farm er 
would nod 
know ingly and pocket the check.

and whose driver has in the manner prescribed by law given the 


signal to stop, shall stop the vehicle before reaching such school 


bus and shall not proceed until such school bus resumes motion, 


or until signalled by its driver to proceed. 


2. Every bus used for the transportation of school children 


shall bear upon the front and rear thereon a plainly visible sign 


containing the words “school bus” in letters not less than eight 


inches in height. Each bus shall have lettered on the rear in plain 


and distinct type the following: “State Law: stop while bus is 


loading and unloading.“ Each school bus subject to the pro­ 


visions of sections 304-050 to 304-070 shall be equipped with a 


mechanical or electrical signalling device which will display a 


signal plainly visible from the front and rear and indicating 


intention to stop.

The Republic of Korea (ROK) 
soldiers 
were 
spearheading the 
central front drive of the U. S. 
Eighth Army which has set up 
strong forces in a holding line only 
17 miles south of the politically 
sensitive parallel. 
“There was no stopping those 
ROK 
troops,” 
said a 
military 
spokesman. They swam the cold 
river rather than wait for boats to 
ferry thorp across in the northward 
drive. 
“They were just a lot of eager 
beavers.” 
Wipe Out Reds 
The same ROK troops trapped 
and annihilated a Chinese Com­ 
munist battalion Sunday. 
The R O K S faded back when they 
first met the Reds. But they sent 
strong 
patrols out in 
aflanking 
movement until they were north of 
the Chinese. Then they smashed 
the Reds simultaneously from the 
front and rear. 
American liaison officers with 
the South Koreans counted 231 
dead Chinese after the battle. 
The R O K S captured a battery 
of 75-mm. howitzers, several mor­ 
tars and rifles, and large quantities 
of ammunition. 
It w'as the first action of any 
size along the Korean front in 83 
hours. 
Killed. Wound 300 
U. S. je t pilots Monday killed 
or wounded 300 of 1,500 Reds con­ 
centrated in the village of Kap- 
yong, 32 miles northeast of Seoul. 
They also reported damaging a 
tank in the town west of Chunchon. 
Once the Central Chinese Com­ 
mand Headquarters south of the 
38th Parallel and now apparently 
abandoned. 
A U. S. armored patrol rolling 
north from Seoul threw’ an enemy 
platoon that attacked it 20 miles 
south of the parallel on the western 
front. 
On the Eastern Front, allied pa­ 
trols probing within a few miles 
of the 38th parallel moved north­ 
ward against Red small arms and 
mortar fire. 
The Army, breaking a three-day 
silence, announced “holding ele­ 
ments are 17 miles from the 38th 
Parallel at five points.” It did not 
locate the points and said it would 
not. Holding elements presumably 
are capable of holding their ground 
against heavy attack. 
Patrols Out 
The brief announcement said pa­ 
trols were operating “miles north” 
of the five points and in all other 
sectors. It did not say how many 
miles. 
Parallel 38, which cuts across 
Korea about in the center, has 
been the arbitrary dividing line be­ 
tween Communist North and Re­ 
publican South Korea since the end 
of World War II. 
North 
Koreans stabbed across 
the line Ju n e 25 and touched off 
the current fighting. United Na­ 
tions forces pushed them back a- 
cross the parallel. 
Then 
the Allies were 
forced 
south of the line by overwhelming 
masses of Chinese Reds who came 
to the aid of the North Koreans. 
Now', the U. N. was 
rolling 
northward once more, in search of 
withdrawing 
Chinese 
and Red 
North Korean forces. 
Knotty Problem 
Whether the U. N. would drive 
back across 38 was a knotty prob­ 
lem before the world’s diplomats 
and military leaders. 
The Chinese appeared to have 
given up their last main military 
base south of the parallel—Chun­ 
chon, eight miles below the line in 
Central Korea. 
Reports to Eighth Army Head­ 
quarters also indicated the Rods 
had abandoned well-prepared de­ 
fenses along the Hongchon River, 
south of Chunchon. 
The Eighth Army said Monday 
mid-afternoon there had been no 
contact worthy of the name with 
Reds in 72 hours.

other fell on good ground and 
sprang up and bore fruit in hun­ 
dredfold.” 
After He had told this story. 
His disciples asked. “What might 
this parable 
be?" 
Jesus 
told 
them that the seed was the word 
of God. 
That sown by the way­ 
side meant those who hear, but 
do not take the truth into theii 
hearts. 
That sown on rocky soil 
meant those who hear but soon 
forget 
the 
word 
of God. 
The 
seed among thorns are those who 
let the word of God be crowded 
out by the cares of the world or 
by riches. 
But those that fell on 
good ground are those who take 
the word into their hearts and 
bear the fruit of the good and 


abundant life. 
While Jesus was traveling in 
southern Galilee, He received a 
message from John the Baptist 
who was still in prison.

The Sabbath in this fast and 
modern age isn’t what it was many 
years ago.

Section 304-050. Overtaking and passing school bus— 


1. The driver of a vehicle upon a highway outside the limits 


of an incorporated town or city, upon meeting or overtaking from 


either direction any school bus which has stopped on the highw ay 


for the purpose of receiving or discharging any school children 


and whose driver has in the m anner prescribed by law given the 


signal to stop, shall stop the vehicle before reaching such school 


bus and shall not proceed until such school bus resumes motion, 


or until signalled by its driver to proceed. 


2. Every bus used for the transportation of school children 


shall bear upon the front and rear thereon a plainly visible sign 


containing the words "school b u s" in letters not less than eight 


inches in height. Each bus shall have lettered on the rear in plain 


and distinct type the following: "State Law : stop while bus is 


loading and unloading." Each school bus subject to the pro­ 


visions of sections 304-050 to 304-070 shall be equipped with a 


mechanical or electrical signalling device which will display a 


signal plainly visible from the front and rear and indicating 


intention to stop.
